FOREWORD 


THE  numy  fine  pieces  here  offered  for  sale  are  part  only  of  Mr. 
Fuesscnich's  notable  and  rare  collection  of  American  antiques  at 
Toll-Gate  Hill  Tavern,  his  chainiin^-  old  Colonial  residence  near  Tor- 
ington,  Conn. 

]Mr.  Fuessenich  has  collected  extensively  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
lis  collection  of  17th  and  early  18th  century  Colonial  furniture  is  one 
)f  the  finest  in  the  country.  The  amount  of  housing  room  at  his  dis- 
)Osal,  however,  obliges  him  to  retain  only  rei)resentative  pieces  of  each 
lass  and  dispose  of  the  remainder  by  auction. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  pieces  were  secured  from  noted  collections, 
uid  several  are  illustrated  and  commented  upon  in  reference  works, 
;uch  as  Wallace  Nutting's  "Furniture  of  the  Pilgrim  Century".  The 
■ollection  is  especially  rich  in  examples  of  the  early  Colonial  j)eriod, 
uid  includes  among  others  a  very  fine  walnut  scrutoire  or  desk  with 
urned  stretcher  base,  a  moulded  jjanel  Connecticut  chest  with  one 
Irawer,  a  rare  small  gateleg  table  in  oak  and  applewood.  Carver  chairs 
uid  a  group  of  diverse  mushroom  and  S|)anish-foot  chairs,  rare  minia- 
ure  long-case  clocks,  a  very  fine  child's  ])ine  desk  and  wing  chair,  and 
group  of  most  interesting  early  type  candlestands.  The  later  periods 
ire  well  represented  by  handsome  pieces  in  mahogany  and  maple. 

Many  of  the  ])ieces  remain  in  the  condition  in  which  they  were  dis- 
■overed,  others  were  found  to  require  cleaning,  and  in  some  cases,  re- 
pairing. In  describing  the  })ieces,  an  endeavor  has  been  made  to  men- 
tion any  defects  or  repairs  that  are  not  apparent.
